NH Senate Approves Same-Sex Marriage

In the midst of the difficult times 
currently plaguing the United States, the 
nation seems to be heading in a more 
progressive direction. New Hampshire 
is on the verge of becoming the sixth 
state to pass a bill allowing same-sex 
marriage, which would go into effect on 
January 1, 2010. In a statement released 
on May 14, Governor John Lynch of New 
Hampshire expressed his support for 
same-sex marriage when he stated that 
he has “a responsibility to consider this 
issue through a broader lens.” 

Lynch made it clear that he would 
pass a bill allowing same-sex marriage 
as long as the bilt does not interfere 
with religious freedom. He praised the 
Legislature’s revised version of the bill 
for taking “an important step by clearly 
differentiating between civil and religious 
marriage, and protecting religious groups 
from having to participate in marriage 
ceremonies that violate their fundamen- 
tal religious beliefs.” 

Governor Lynch originally seemed 
to be a potential obstacle for same-sex 
marriage in New Hampshire. He had 
previously supported civil unions, signing 
a law approving them in May 2007, but 
had consistently opposed same-sex mar 


riage. When Lynch flip-flopped on the is- 


sue, former governor of New Pao ptiire 
John Sununu said in an interview with a 
Globe reporter that Lynch had “wiggled 
out of his commitment to traditional 
marriage.” 

The bill, however, is not set in 
stone just yet. Though the House of 
Representatives passed a bill approving 
same-sex marriage with a vote of 186- 
179 in March, and the New Hampshire 
Senate approved a revised version of the 
bill with a 13-11 vote in April, on May 20, 
the NH House Representatives rejected 
the updated version of the bill in a 188- 
186 vote, citing concerns about religious 
groups rights to not recognize same-sex 
unions. 

The discrepancy between the two 
ballots is largely due to the fact that many 
members of the 400-body chamber hold 
day jobs and cannot attend every session, 
leading to inconsistent votes. Thus, with 
such an immobilizing problem at hand, it 
is unknown whether New Hampshire will 
ever pass the legislation. Another vote is 
scheduled for June 4. 

Here at Boston Latin School, a 
number of students have contributed 
their thoughts on the potential approval 
of same-sex marriage legislation in New 
Hampshire. Paul.Gels (II) says it is “very 
important that everyone has equal rights 
in all ways such as marriage,” and that 
“it’s awesome that it’s becoming a re- 


curring trend with states legalizing gay 
marriage.” 

“It’s a good economic decision as 
well,” says Mehraj Awal (ID. “Massachu- 
setts received quite a bit of money from 
ceremonies and taxes from legalizing gay 
marriage.” 

Generally, though, students seem 
rather neutral on the issue, with one 
sophomore who asked not to be named 
stating, “Personally, I’m not against it, 
but I don’t support it either.” By no 
means are all students in consensus, as 
John McKenna (ID explicitly states, 
“Marriage should be what the religious 
bodies of America define it as, it’s their 
call, not the government’s, and that is 
where it should remain.” 

Still, it is uncertain whether same- 
sex marriage will be legalized in New 
Hampshire. This seems to be a growing 
pattern, especially in New England, and 


-a number of factors have deferred the 


passing of this legislation for some time. 
Regardless of any support or dissent on 
the issue, the United States has been 
known to gradually move forward in the 
direction of social equality. Small actions 


transpire slowly but steadily to extend - 


equality to discriminated groups in 
America. It is possible that New Hamp- 
shire will live up to its motto, “live free 
or die,” with its new chance to widen the 
individual liberties of its citizens.

School classes and activities were cancelled 
in an unprecedented weeklong school 
closure, as dozens of students developed 
flu-like symptoms.

Both students and teachers were 
caught off guard when the decision came 
in on Tuesday, May 19 to suddenly close 
off the school for an entire week. The BLS 
community was notified of the mandatory 
closure on the day before the quarantine 
period began, at around 1:00 PM. The 
Boston Public Health Commissioner, the 
mayor, and the superintendent had made 
the decision earlier that day because over 
200 students were absent with flu-like 
symptoms. Along with several sports 
tournaments, activities, events, and musi- 
cal performances, MCAS and AP exams 


were also supposed to take place during 
this week of closure. While students and 


faculty were prohibited from entering the 
building, custodians used the time to sani- 
tize the area and ensure the safety of the 
environment upon the students’ return. 

Although this impromptu vaca- 
tion was exciting for most, it brought 
disappointments for others. The Junior 
Prom, which was initially scheduled for 


use, and the postponement made it more 
difficult for juniors to make arrangements 
on short notice. 

The swine flu scare also canceled 
all sport practices and events, but did 
not afford athletes a chance to relax and 
regain strength. Several BLS sports teams 
had to abruptly end 
their seasons, includ- 
ing girls’ tennis and 
boys’ volleyball. The 
girls’ crew team was 
forced to forfeit from 
their most important 
racing event of the 
year, for which they 
had spent six months 
training. Their pro- 
posal to be tested for 
all traces of influenza, 
to relieve suspicions 
of illness so that they 
could race, was de- 
nied.

>>>Recently, North Korea caused an 
international frenzy after it was revealed 
that they had been conducting an under 
ground nuclear test, which was powerful 
enough to be compared to the bombs 
that destroyed Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki. The country’s bold defiance poses 
a grave concern to many, especially since 
it violates U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tions.

Battling Cancer and... My Mom?

A simple instance of a disease has 
mushroomed into a controversy of ethics, 
liberty, and medicine. 

In mid-January, Danny Hauser, one 
of the eight children of Anthony and 
Colleen Hauser, went to the doctor with 
a bout of coughing. Soon, the 13-year-old 
boy was diagnosed with Hodgkin’s lym- 
phoma, a malignant cancer that painlessly 
enlarges the lymph nodes and spleen. 
With chemotherapy, this disease can be 
treated within five years with a 95 percent 
survival rate. 

The family, however, refused che- 
motherapy after one round, citing the 
religious beliefs of Danny and his mother, 
Colleen. The two are members of the 
Nemenhah Band, a Native-inspired, 
Missouri-based religious organization 
founded in the 1990s that uses herbal 
remedies and totes the motto “our re- 
ligion is our medicine.” They originally 
agreed to the treatment because a week 
after he was diagnosed with cancer, the 
illness sent Danny to the emergency 
room. 

But after one round, Mrs. Hauser 
insisted that the chemo be stopped. She 
believed injecting the pharmaceuticals 
into Danny was “torture,” and tried rely- 
ing on ionized water, supplements, and 
herbs to save her son. Mrs. Hauser lost a 


sister to non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma and 
blamed the chemotherapy. Though an 
oncologist testified that Danny’s tumor 
shrunk due to the chemotherapy, the 
family did not show up for the second 
treatment, prompting the 
hospital to contact state 
authorities. 

This case, which was 
brought to court, brings up 
an interesting point: how 
much freedom does one 
have when it comes to one’s 
medical treatment? Irrefut- 
able evidence showed that 
the chemotherapy helped 
to shrink Danny’s tumor, 
and that halting the treat- 
ment would be detrimental 
to his health. If he pursues 
chemotherapy, he has a 95 
percent chance of survival. 
Without the medicine, the 
survival rate drops to five 
percent. 


of the severity of his tumor and of the low 
success rate of the Nemenhah medicine. 

Freedom of religion brings up a 
tough issue in these types of cases. The 
balance between parents’ rights to utilize

for involuntary manslaughter. 

Cases like these bring up other is- 
sues. For instance, does the government 
have the right to interfere in how a child 
is raised? The Hausers were summoned 
to court on May 19 to deter 
mine whether or not Danny 
had to be court-ordered 
to undergo chemotherapy. 
Mrs, Hauser and Danny, 
however, did not appear and 
spent an entire week out 
of state with their where- 
abouts unknown. A warrant 
was put out for the mother’s 
arrest, but she returned 
willingly on May 26. Did 
the government have the 
right to interfere in such a 
way? If Danny Hauser were 
five years older and a legal 
6 adult, then this controversy 
=£ would not have taken place. 
E But, due to his status as a 
~ minor, Danny is unallowed 


Though the court 
ruled the Hausers “medically negligent,” 
Danny has made his position clear: he 
does not want chemotherapy. Even so, 
Danny is allegedly not competent enough 
to choose his own course of treatment- 
not only because he is a minor, but also 
because of several other important fac 
tors. Apparently, the boy is illiterate and 
has an extremely limited understanding 


their own religion is balanced with the re- 
sponsibility of the government to protect 
citizens of the United States. Certainly, 
the Hausers are free to be members of 
the Nemenhah Band, but how far does 
that go? In California, a mother once 
tried to treat her child’s meningitis with 
the power of prayer. When that failed and 
the child died, the mother was prosecuted 


to refuse the chemotherapy, 
and apparently neither are his parents. 
This leads into a third issue: what free- 
dom does a minor to make his or her own 
decisions? 

After they acknowledged that their 
son would die without chemotherapy and 
promised to have him undergo a second 
treatment, Mr. and Mrs. Hauser were al- 
lowed to retain custody of their son. 


On Wednesday May 20, 2009, a co- 
alition of student groups held the Youth 
Matter rally in front of the Massachusetts 
State House despite the unexpected 
HrNr-induced vacation at Boston Latin 
School.

Thomas M. Menino became the 
acting mayor of Boston in the summer of 
1993, and has served ever since. This year’s 
Boston Latin School graduates do not re- 
member Boston before Menino. Members 
of class IIT have lived their entire lives 
with the Menino administration. And in 
June, he will become the longest-serving 
mayor in the city’s history. 

When the mayor announced his 
candidacy for a never-before-attempted 
fifth term, it sparked controversy among 
many Bostonians who feel that the city 
has turned into a dictatorship and that 
the “mayor for life” should step down. City 
Councilors Michael Flaherty and Sam 
Yoon, as well as businessman Kevin Mc- 
Crea, have cast their hats into the fray in 
an attempt to unseat Menino. 

The three have different approach- 
es to the best way to change Boston 
politics. Yoon has insisted that the most 
important issue is Boston's political struc 


A total of three hundred students, 
teachers, parents and allies attended the 
Youth Matter rally.

He has conducted his own 
analysis of the budget and has come to 
the conclusion that there 7s no budget 
deficit in Boston. “Are you familiar with 
the story of Chicken Little?” asked McCrea,

aid. The rally was basically held to fund 
all of the Boston Public Schools, not just 
Latin. Moreover, this budget problem is 
not going to go away just because we got 
some extra money from the mayor. Next 


year we're going to continue to have a 
budget crisis, so it’s important to do as 
much work as we can now.” 

Even though some parts of BLS will 
recieve enough funding for the 2009-2010 
school year, not every department will 
benefit from the proposed amount. The 
Arts and Music departments will suffer 
major losses, like the departure of beloved 
music teacher Christopher Charig. “We 
still held the rally because, though the 
worst case scenario has been avoided, 
we cannot ignore the fact that about 150 
teachers and over 300 other BPS workers. 
are being laid off. We are still losing teach- 
ers at our school and huge layoffs are being 
made across the city,” Jonas-Silver says. 

S.A.FE. is a program that protects 
the rights of not only BLS students, but 
also students from all Boston Public 
Schools. “The fact is that if students don’t 
like their education, they'll stop coming to 
school, and then our future doesn’t look 
so bright,” says Poff-Webster.

McCrea thinks that 
Menino is holding back on city revenue to 
further his own political objectives. 

5 Flaherty “would create a compre- 

“hensive strategic plan to combat crime and 
violence in our city,” in addition to improv- 
ing Boston Public Schools by decreasing 
class sizes and extending the school day. 
He would fund these programs by cutting 
both wasteful government spending and 
salaries of overpaid city employees. 

Yoon’s first priority would be to 
change the way mayors fundraise for cam- 
paigns. Currently, the mayor carries cam- 
paign funds over from one election to the 
next. Yoon thinks that if Menino did not 
have $1.5 million saved, he would be more 
willing to engage in debates and discuss 
important issues in a public forum. 

This race has taken a decidedly 
anti-Menino spin. Yoon and McCrea 
are both running their campaigns on 
everything Menino has done wrong in 
his tenure, rather than what they would 
do right. Though he has been pointed in 


his criticism of Menino, in an interview 
with the Argo, Flaherty tried to steer his 
campaign from a negative message, put- 
ting emphasis on things that could be. 
improved in the city. Of the three, McCrea 
has by far the most extreme opinions of 
the current administration, and the most 
incendiary views on the way the city has 
been handling the budget crisis. Time will 
tell if McCrea’s analysis of the budget is 
correct, and if so, it will provide him with 
strong ammunition against Menino. Yoon 
came into the race fighting for more trans- 
parency in city government, and though 
all three candidates have established that 
they want to end corruption and wasteful- 
ness in the city, Yoon has made this his 
focal point. 

Though all contestants are fighting 
for noble causes, Menino’s widespread sup- 
port gives the candidates little hope. The 
election, however, calls much-needed at- 
tention to city government and the strong 
campaigns of Menino’s opponents have at 
least pressured him enough force him into 
the three debates he has agreed to. 


Student Passes: Unfair Fares

$1.70 may not seem like much 
money, but $1.70 per trip every day for 30 
weeks can really add up. This is a prob- 
lem many Boston Latin School students 
encounter as a result of the strict limits 
on the monthly MBTA student passes. 
Student passes are restricted to work 
only between the hours of 5:00 A.M. and 
8:00 P.M. on school days. However, it is 
common for BLS students to remain at 
school past the scheduled time because 
of school-related events and activities, 
such as Music Night, theater produc- 
tions, Argo production, or simply group 
projects. 

The purpose of the MBTA student 
pass is to provide students with trans- 
portation to and from the school free of 
charge. The MBTA assumes that students 
who use their passes after 8:00 P.M. 
are not coming from school-sponsored 
events. This assumption, however, is sadly 
untrue. Riding the train home after hang- 
ing out with friends on a Friday night is 
not the same as volunteering at school 
or performing at Music Night. Students 
who stay late into the evening at BLS are 


a minority of students. But should they be 
denied the free transportation the MBTA 
student pass is supposed to cover? 

The extracurricular factor, which 
has become much more competitive and 
cutthroat over the years, is becoming 
increasingly important in the college 
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school activities. It sort of defeats the 
purpose of the bus pass system.” On the 
other hand, Alex Legendre (IV) strongly 
disagrees. “By having this 8:00 P.M. cap,” 
he says, “it keeps students form being out 
late at night by making them responsible 
for the cost of their bus ride. Also, the 
BPS should assume that if you 
are at a school, even your par 
ents/guardians should be a part 
of your extracurricular. 

The time limit of the 
school passes not only inhibits 
students from partaking from 

extracurricular activities, but 
Fin some cases, they also pre- 
Svent students from learning in 
w general.

colleges such as University of Massa- 
chusetts and Northeastern University 
to learn about African diasporas and to 
take law courses. Students are even given 
the opportunity to learn studio art and 
media from reputable museums. Princi- 
pal Meg Campell exclaims, “The T pass 
for us is like a pencil, paper, or computer. 
We can’t function without it.” Almost 
80 percent of the Codman student body 
recieve free or reduced lunches, and 
teachers, like Civics teacher Roy Karp, 
worry that it is not “guaranteed that 
these kids have a buck and a quarter in 
their pockets” to pay for bus fare. 

So what is the solution to this 
problem? With this current recession 
hitting hard, is it worth the $59 to pay 
for transportation past 8:00 PM.? Will 
it save taxpayers’ money in the future 
if students pay for late evening trans- 
port?

Dr. George Carroll the Elder is 
renowned throughout the school for his 
flamboyant personality and spectacular 
sense of style.

“Some of them seem to have 
survived me,” he said, smiling. 

Dr. Carroll is famous for his in- 
teresting taste in fashion. He told the 
Argo that he likes to buy things on 


sale, and only very occasionally shops 
at places like Louis Vuitton, because he 
finds it hard to rationalize buying such 
expensive clothing. He says that in the 
last five or ten years he has grown to 
love color. He did not want too much 
said about his clothing in the article 
because he says, “People might think 
I’m a Nixon-voter.” 

And no, he never voted for Nix- 
on.

Aung San Suu Kyi Under Fire Again

On May 3, 2009, Aung San Suu 
Kyi, the leader of the National League 
for Democracy in Burma, pled not guilty 
to the charge of violating the conditions 
of her house arrest by housing American 
John William Yettaw. Yettaw, age 53, of 
Missouri, had swum across a lake near her 
house to warn Suu Kyi of an assassination 
attempt he foresaw ina dream. She let him 
stay in her house for two days and when he 
left, he was caught and promptly arrested. 
If convicted, Yettaw could face up to seven 
years in prison for entering a restricted 
zone, and if she is convicted, Suu Kyi will 
face five years in prison. 

To many in the West, this is just the 
latest in a series of grievous civil rights 
abuses by the military dictatorship in 
Burma. In the 1962 coup d'etat, the army 
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she did not raise her hand. Therefore, he 
tapped her or \ the head instead. Lechuga, 
who swore § ne felt pain and feared for 


took control of the country from the 
democratic government and has ruled 
Burma with an iron fist since. In 1990, 
the military junta attempted to gain le- 
gitimacy by holding general elections, but 
when Suu Kyi and the National League 
for Democracy won the election, they 
nullified the results, and Suu Kyi was put 
under house arrest. She never received a 
fair trial and has spent 13 of the past 19 
years under house arrest. 

During one of her stints under 
house arrest in 1999, the Burmese military 
junta gave her permission to leave Burma 
so she could see her husband, who was 
dying of prostate cancer in England, for 
the last time. But Suu Kyi refused, wor 
ried that she would not be able to return 
to Burma after leaving. 

Despite her incarceration, Suu Kyi’s 
efforts for peaceful democracy in Burma 
have not gone eiliichcianisi Suu ae has 


her life, fieda jee ceassialan.

She 
earned the Sakharov Prize for Freedom 
of Thought in 1990 and the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1991. 

Suu Kyi’s ongoing trial began May 
18. However, President Obama has criti- 
cized these proceedings as a “show trial.” 
“The continued detention {and} isolation 
based spurious charges cast serious doubt 
on Myanmar,” Obama says, using the 
name the new junta has given Burma. 

The Burmese military junta obvi- 
ously still fears Suu Kyi and the broad sup- 
port she has from the Burmese citizens. 
But the regime’s history of repressing de- 
mocracy bodes ill for the outcome of Suu 
Kyi’s trial and for the future of Burma.

As the school year comes to a close, 
I find myself reflecting on the eventful 
months following last September. Regard- 
less of the way I look at it, the budget cuts 
in the Boston Public School system are 
what defines the year for me. At first, it 
looked as if the outcome would be drastic, 
but we fought for our education, and little 
by little, teachers at Boston Latin School 
and other schools throughout the city were 
restored. However, we can’t ignore the 
fact that BLS is still losing a fair number 
of teachers, a number of which includes 
some of the most influential teachers in the 
school. As many students are well aware, 
Mr. Charig is one of those teachers. 

For anyone unfamiliar with Mr. 
Charig, he teaches Repertory Choir, Con- 
cert Choir, Fundamentals of Music for 
grade 7, and Music Theory 1. He is also 
the director of Chamber Choir and Show 
Choir, the faculty advisor to the Wolfettes 
and Wolftones, the musical director of the 
annual musical, and even teaches voice 
lessons to students who want a more in- 
depth vocal experience after school. As a 
band kid who participates in after-school 
choruses, in some ways I feel that I’ve 
gotten the best of both worlds. I get to 
participate in some of the most exciting 
and engaging choirs that the school has to 
offer, but also get to sit and listen to other 
incredible groups like Concert Choir. To 
say that Mr. Charig has transformed the 
voices of our music department would be 
a gross understatement, because when I 
sit in the auditorium on Music Night and 
listen to performances such as Concert 
Choir’s rendition of “Carry On,” or more 
recently, “Thou Whose Harmony is the 
Music of the Spheres,” and Show Choit’s 
“Lullaby,” I get chills down my spine. 

Mr. Charig’s ability to mold his stu- 
dents’ voices into music is measureless, as 
is his own musical talent. He knows it all, 
from where to place the perfect swells in 
the pieces he conducts, to his memoriza- 
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tion of the piano accompaniment to every 
Billy Joel song. As a student in his Music 
Theory 1 class this year, my friends and I 
are often humbled to see him describe a 
style of music and then play the class an 
example on his grand piano with no music 
in front of him. He is talented enough to 
be able to target one topic of music theory 
with many different methods. Most re- 
cently, he successfully taught the complex 
idea of modal harmonies to juniors and 
seniors in my Music Theory class, all of 
whom seemed to have senioritis. How did 
he manage this? When Mr. Charig teaches, 
he uses all of his abilities to create different 
approaches to learning in order to engage 
the students, despite any reservations to 
learning they might have. Teaching in a 
variety of ways also allows him to affect 
the greatest number of students possible, 
because different people learn in different 
ways. Mr. Charig tackles the instruction of 
his choirs in the same way; in Show Choir, 
he has been known to demonstrate the 
routine full on, singing, dancing, and act- 
ing (of course, right before jumping back 
to the piano). When I was a member of 


Show Choir, I remember him telling us to 
do things, like think about how the words 
we were singing made us feel. Because he 
makes a point to address every aspect of his 
musical groups individually, he’s ultimately 
able to improve not only the performances, 
but also the abilities of his students. I at- 
tribute most, if not all, of any success I have 
had as a musician to what he has taught 
me in music. 

However, he has not only contrib- 
uted to his students’ musical successes but 
has also served as a mentor to many, helping 
students make it through one of the most 
stressful high schools in the country. I 
think it’s likely that every one of his musical 
groups has heard at least one of his “Charig 
speeches,” in which he shares his life ex- 
periences and we discuss how they relate 
to our situations today. These discussions 
also bring out an influential side of Mr. 
Charig, who is always able to look at both 
side of an argument, posing what end up 
being sometimes unanswerable questions. 
There is little doubt in my mind that I have 
learned more about myself as both a person 
and musician from these discussions than 
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I have learned about the material in many 
of my other classes. Mr. Charig acts as a 
mentor in many of his interactions with 
individual students as well. A good friend 
of mine, Elodie Paquette (ID, sometimes 
brings up the reason she got involved with 
music at the school: an event that took 
place in her 7th grade Fundamentals of Mu- 
sic class with Mr. Charig. Mr. Charig asked 
her to sing something in front of the class, 
and asa slightly intimidated, self-conscious 
sixie, she flat-out refused. He pulled her 
over after class and told her he was worried 
for her, because if she wouldn’t put herself 
out there for something as small as that, he 
wondered what important opportunities 
she might miss out on in the future because 
of self-conciousness. Paquette describes 
this as “the moment that just completely 


© changed my life.” Thinking back to the way 


I saw music when I first met Mr. Charig in 
Fundamentals of Music class, I find it un- 
believable how much I, too, have changed, 
and I know that many of my peers feel the 
exact same way that Elodie and I do. 

It is a bit scary to think of what the 
BLS music department will be like next 
year without Mr. Charig. Although I know 
that the other teachers in the department 
are going to do their best at keeping all 
the arts programs running strong, there 
will undoubtedly be something significant 
missing from the department. BLS is losing 
an outstanding director, mentor, and even 
friend. So if you know Mr. Charig, take a 
couple minutes over the next month or so 
to tell him how much you appreciate what 
he has done for the school, and if you don’t 
know him, take a minute to get to know 
him before it’s too late. You will definitely 
not regret it. Mr. Charig, you have been 
there for us since Day One of sixie or 
B-sie year, and it seems unreal to have to 
complete our six years without you come 
September. Best of luck at your new job 
next year (those students don’t know how 
lucky they will be to have you as a teacher!), 
and please know that you have changed us 
so much for the better over the past five 
years.

Atrocities and Celebrations in Sri Lanka

On May 17, 2009, the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam (LTTE) offi- 
cially surrendered, ending a nightmarish 
twenty-five year civil war on the island of 
Sri Lanka. The following day, the death 
of Velupillai Prabhakaran, founder and 
leader of the LTTE, occurred allegedly 
in the midst of battle. These two events 
mark the end of an era on the island, but 
leave many questions unanswered and 
many problems unresolved. 

The issues which led to the Sri 
Lankan Civil War began during British 
rule on the island. Opposition against 
imperial rule led to a peaceful settle- 
ment between the British and Sinhala- 
dominated nationalist parties in 1948, 
resulting in the island’s independence. 
In drafting a new constitution for the na- 
tion, disagreements emerged between the 
Sinhala majority and the Tamil minority, 
and with discriminatory practices such as 
the “Sinhala Only” language policy, Tamil 
youth began to form militant groups, the 
most prominent being the LTTE, and 
waged a violent campaign based mainly 
on assassinating political figures and 
policemen. 

Finally, in July 1983, a LITE raid 
which killed thirteen soldiers led to an 
organized slaughter by the Sinhalese, 
leaving between 400 and 3000 Tamil 


people dead and forcing thousands of 
others to flee towards the Northern and 
Eastern parts of Sri Lanka. The LTTE 
then began to demand an independent 
Tamil nation (Tamil Eelam), and the war 
began in earnest. 

Fighting has taken many forms 
during this conflict. The LTTE were the 
first terrorist group to use suicide bomb- 
ers, to employ a 
navy and an air 
force, as well as 
to successfully 
kill a national 
leader (ex-Indi- 
an Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi 
and Sri Lankan | 
President Ra- 
nasinghe Pre- 
madasa). How- 
ever, the LITE 
had also built a 


sound adminis-

military campaign which brought upon 
the extermination of the LTTE. The fact 
of the matter is that the Sri Lankan gov- 
ernment has consistently brought itself 
down to the position of its rebel combat- 
ants, and the current conflict saw nothing 
different. Atrocities were committed by 
both sides, especially upon the thousands 
of innocent Tamil citizens trapped in the 
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trative and judicial system in the territory 
that they controlled. Meanwhile, child 
soldiers have been used not only by the 
LITE but by guerrilla forces aligned with 
the Sri Lankan Army, such as the Tamil 
Makkal Viduthalai Pulikal (TMVP). Esti- 
mates conclude that over 80,000 people 
have perished in these last twenty-five 
years, in that figure, including civilians. 
With this context outlined, it is 
time to focus on the recent Sri Lankan 


midst of the battlefield. The Sri Lankan 
government alleges that the Tigers began 
using civilians as shields, and as much as 
this might be true to an extent, it can 
never be proven. Foreign journalists 
were not allowed into the region, and the 
only coverage of the events came (in the 
aftermath of the affair) from state-run 
media outlets--propaganda in its high- 
est form. Meanwhile, the battlefield and 
witness accounts seem to indicate the use 


of heavy artillery to wipe out the LTTE, 
which of course led to more civilian 
deaths, and which the United Nations had 
condemned. The lack of reliable media 
presence leads to many questions that 
may never be answered: Did the Sinhala 
Sri Lankan Army take the opportunity to 
attack innocent civilians? Did the TMVP 
(which has yet to be disarmed) participate 
in the carnage? Did LITE commander 
Velupillai Prabhakaran really die in the 
midst of battle or did he suffer a fate 
similar to Che Guevara’s execution in a 
Latin American revolution? 

Far more important, however, are 
questions about the future. What will be 
the fate of these 300,000 Tamil people 
displaced by the war? Many of them are 
currently living in barbed-wire displace- 
ment camps at the mercy of rapidly 
spreading diseases, fearing the escape 
of Tiger fighters. The government has 
thus far restricted the access of aid to 
these camps. And with the unconditional 
surrender of the LITE, Tamil Eelam no 
longer seems like an option. A Sinhala- 
dominated government now has control 
of the entire nation, but is no longer 
pressured internally to improve the plight 
of the Tamil people. If changes to the 
system are not initiated quickly, it seems 
very likely that a new generation of rebel 
fighters, scarred by the latest carnage, will 
emerge, leading to yet another round of 
violence and bloodshed.

It’s June 6th. For many, this is just another normal Saturday. 
School is almost out and aside from finals, most students don’t have 
anything to worry about. For others, this Saturday holds the key to 
their kingdoms — the opportunity to prove to colleges that they 
deserve to attend their institution. But this opportunity does not come 
easy. These juniors are waking up on June 6th to the SAT. 

The SAT is a test that has struck fear into the minds of juniors 
for many years now. Originally consisting of a Critical Reading and 
Math section, a Writing section and an essay was recently added in 
2005. The SAT is a test that measures one’s ability to study and cram for 
a single event. Despite what some may think, the SAT does not really 
measure one’s inherent intelligence or how much one has learned in 
their years of high school. In fact, many experts say that the best way 
to study for the test is to simply do the obvious: to undertake countless 
practice tests and memorize lists of vocabulary, all for the hope that 
one will be able to learn how to deal with standardized testing. 

It doesn’t seem fair that college admissions seriously consider a 
four-hour test when judging a student’s candidacy. Yes, most colleges do 
look at other aspects of a student like their extracurricular activities, 
merits, awards, GPA, etc. And yet, when a student enters a test center, 
the only thought on their mind is how this one test can affect their 
success in the future. 

Why should a mere four-digit score determine our success? 
Studying for this test takes time and, more importantly, money. Just 
registering for the test itself can cost a great deal. We pay almost $65 to 
suffer fora four-hour test that may or may not go well. Test prep classes 
can cost up to $400 for a few weeks while one-on-one tutoring can run 
as steep as $80 per hour. For this reason, some reports have claimed 
that the SAT is designed for more affluent students. It is possible that 
some students who are unable to afford the costs of the test are only 
further prevented from attending the colleges of their choice. 

More and more universities have begun to agree with this point 
of view. Institutions such as Middlebury College and Bates College 
have already started the trend of looking beyond a student’s SAT 
scores. The admission boards rely on school grades and student GPAs 
instead of a simple four-digit score from a four-hour test. These colleges 
have realized that there is much more to a student's achievements and 
aptitude, and it is time that other colleges follow suit. 

In the fall of 2008, the National Association for College 
Counseling released a report stating that several high school counselors 
agreed that colleges are putting too much emphasis on SAT test 
scores. Instead, they recommended that colleges analyze subject tests 
or Advanced Placement tests that exemplify a student’s knowledge. 
These scores are geared more towards specific areas of study in which 
a student is interested. For example, a student does not sit in English 
class everyday learning how to analyze a 10o-line passage. However, 
a student does sit in Biology learning the necessary facts for the SAT 
Biology Subject Test. 

For now, there is no avoiding the SAT. All juniors will still 
have to wake up some Saturday morning and sit in a test center for 
four hours. But hopefully, in the future, colleges will be able to look 
past the students who may not come from wealthy backgrounds or 
students who are not good at standardized test-taking. In the end, 
the SAT isn’t a test that measures how much a student has learned in 
school, or how one will do in the future. Instead, the SAT has gained 
a reputation as a test whose sole purpose is to stress students out and 
decide their fate in college. Who wants to enter a test center knowing 
that one four-digit number will decide their chances of success in the 
future? I know I don't. 


SATs: you compare them with your friends; you need them 
to get into an Ivy League College; you often start thinking about 
them as early as sophomore year. Juniors freak out about them 
and during the months of March, May, and June it’s all that they 

talk about. Personally, I took the SATs in March after first taking a 
SAT prep class and doing all of those boring exercises in a practice 
book. I didn’t do as well as I had hoped, but I’m one of those 
people whose grades are just stronger than their standardized test 
scores. As most people know, SATs test your verbal, writing, and 
math skills. Broken up into these three different sections, they 
try to test the fundamental subjects that you learn in high school. 
Recently, a new essay portion has been added to test students’ 
ability to develop and support their own thesis. 

However, doing well on this test definitely requires a great 
deal of concentration. The SAT test is probably the longest 
test that most juniors have ever taken and it requires a lot of 
concentration—something that I personally just don’t have. After 
sitting in the same chair for basically four hours straight, my back 
is sore, I’m hungry, and my head hurts. There are a million other 
places that I would rather be, but instead, I’m sitting in that room 
trying not to think about the fact that my score contributes not 
only to where I go to college, but where I go in life. The high level 
of concentration necessary to do well on the test could be seen as 
an unfair factor in one’s score, but I think that having the ability 
to concentrate for four straight hours is an important skill that 
influences your abilities as a student. I am truly impressed with 
the students who are not only able to concentrate for four hours 
but are also able to do extremely well. 

It is also important for students at Boston Latin School 
to have a way other than GPA to demonstrate their capabilities 
to colleges. We all know that a 3.0 GPA here at BLS is not equal 
to a 3.0 at a typical high school. We have higher standards and a 
bigger workload and often our GPAs are lower because of this. 
As a college prep school, we also don’t offer easy grade boosters 
like home economics, woodworking, and auto shop. I don’t think 
that it’s fair for a 3.0 student at Latin to be considered equivalent 
a 3.0 student at another high school. The SATs allow the Latin 
student to prove that theyre more qualified to go to a certain 
school than a student from a regular high school with the same 
GPA. Comparatively, if you go to a high school that isn’t a college 
prep school, doing well on the SATs still indicates to colleges that 
you are a good student. Either way, SATs are a way for college 
admissions to judge students uniformly, as all applicants take the 
same test. 

It’s important to remember that SAT scores aren't the only 
thing that colleges take into account when considering a student’s 
application. Admissions officers look at a wide variety of criteria, 
including GPA and extracurricular activities, and SAT scores alone 
will probably not prevent you from being accepted into the college 
of your choice. I think that one of the reasons that some people 
are against SATs’ part in college admission decisions is the stress 
over the competition. Since everyone takes the same test, SAT 
scores are easily comparable and people are naturally going to be 
competitive. However, just because someone has a 2100 versus 
your 2000 does not mean that he or she will get into college over 
you, There are so many factors that contribute to being accepted 
and the SATs are just another way to evaluate your talent as a 
student and to allow you to stand out in the plethora of college 
applications.

If United States planes had flown 
over Auschwitz in 1944 and simply 
dropped bags of rice, it would have 
been deemed an entirely inappropriate 
response to genocide. Humanitarian aid 
is lifesaving and crucial, but it is not the 
solution to massive, systematic killings. 
Why, then, are we responding to the geno- 
cide in Darfur by donating food and wa- 
ter? That’s the question that Mark Hanis 
and his friends asked before they spent 
their final year in college creating the 
Genocide Intervention Network. GI-Net 
is a non-governmental organization that 
funds African Union troops, providing 
direct civilian protection on the ground. 
Our government, however, still has done 
nothing but give humanitarian aid. 

The genocide in Darfur has 
been going on since 2003. The Sudanese 
president pays Arab horsemen, known as 
the Janjaweed militia, to burn and pillage 
Darfurian villages, forcing the people to 
flee to refugee camps on the Chad border. 
Our own government’s response has only 
been to make sure that those refugee 
camps are relatively well-supplied. Of 
course, now that the sixteen major foreign 
aid groups have been expelled from the 
country, United States policy in Darfur 


This year, though, I chose to take 
Foundations of Visual Art (only because 
I had no more space for APs), essentially 
the same dilemma as last year occurred. I 
could have told Mr. Bunker that I would 
prioritize Foundations over one of my AP 
courses. But I didn’t. We are constantly 
reminded of the need to get into an elite 
college and of how much our future de- 
pends on our current grades. And when 
surrounded by so many students whose 
GPAs are intimidatingly high and when 
one-tenth of a point counts, it becomes 
excruciatingly hard for someone to pick 
a regular course over an AP course. It is 
especially difficult for those of us who 
didn’t realize that we were supposed to 
start caring about school in ninth grade. 
Even the required courses remind us of 
the subjects we should prioritize: Math, 
Science, History, and English. Opting to 
take Art or Music over a science or Eng- 
lish simply doesn’t seem like the practical 
thing to do. 

It’s depressing to think that art 
and music have such an insignificant 
place in our world. Simply consider the 
budget cuts: which departments did they 
affect first? The Fine Arts department. 
I wouldn’t argue that knowing how to 
sketch a portrait is more important than 
reading Shakespeare, but I do feel that 
we ought to prioritize art more than we 
currently do, even in a school like Boston 
Latin School. We ought to be given more 
chances to take art and music courses in 
high school; currently, there are only two 
art courses offered at our high school. We 
should have been offered art in ninth and 
tenth grade. Art may not be as applicable 
to our lives as English or math, but it has 
its own offerings, like a new aesthetic 
perception of the world around us and 
a newfound appreciation of something 
beautiful.

has been limited to simply looking into 
the problem. Right now, the recently ap- 
pointed special envoy to Sudan, Scott Gra- 
tion, is doing more research on the crisis. 
In essence, we are stalling. Fortunately, 
there are several concrete steps that can 
be taken by everyone to ensure that this 
does not stay the case. It is absolutely 
imperative that we make sure President 
Obama upholds his promise to end the 
genocide as quickly as possible. 

Of course, this does not mean that 
the United States should intervene mili- 
tarily, as the possible consequences of such 
actions could very well surpass even those 
of what’s happening now. But there are 
still numerous things we can do. We can 
establish a no-fly zone over Darfur to stop 
Janjaweed planes from bombing Darfurian 
villages. We can pressure the Sudanese 
president, Omar al-Bashir, to end the 
genocide. The Sudanese government has 
a track record of responding very well 
to American pressure. Our government 
can also pressure China, Sudan’s main 
economic partner, to condemn the Suda- 
nese government’s acts of genocide. The 
Obama administration has shown that it’s 
capable of and willing to do all of these 
actions and more, but without political 
will, nothing is ever done on Capitol Hill. 
Our government needs people to write 
letters and make phone calls saying that

Email the Sudan Divestment Task Force 
and they'll send you a petition calling for 
Boston Divestment. 

Join an organization. There are 
numerous student organizations, but 
congregations and community groups can 
be equally effective. 

Lobby the government. The govern- 
ment needs to know that their people 
care about the genocide in Darfur. Email, 
write, fax, call, or go to a rally. Do anything 
you can to let them know that you think 
Darfur should be a priority. ©

Spring Awakening ended its month- 
long run at the Colonial Theatre on May 24, 
but it definitely left a lasting impression on 
anyone who saw it. The musical deservedly 
won eight Tony awards last year. Set in the 
strict society of late r9th century Germany, 
Spring Awakening explores themes of love, 
loss, and adulthood. The characters’ growth 
is an experience in itself: without proper 
guidance, they are forced to face life alone. 
The only acceptablé role model in this 
play seems to be Melchior Gabor (Kyle 
Riabko), the protagonist, and it is left to 
him to share his knowledge with the other 
teenagers. Melchior “tells it like it is” and 
never shys away from risky topics; it is this 
brutal honesty and uncertainty about the 
tribulations of maturing that makes Spring 
Awakening so poignant. 

What also makes Spring Awakening 
so appealing is, quite frankly, the music. 
The strict society of the play is paralleled 
by a rock score, which makes the situations 
more relatable to the general audience. The 
rock songs, especially the infamous “Totally 
re” of Act II, are clearly favorites of the 
audience, as there was actually an extended
